THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Monroe in the County of 
Grafton in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the town hall in said . 
Monroe on Tuesday, the thirteenth day of March next, at 
ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year en- 
suing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appro- 
priation of the same. 

3. To see how much money the town will raise for 
Memorial purposes. 

4. To see how much money the town will raise for the 
care of cemeteries. 

5. “To see how much money the town will raise for elec- 
tric lights in town. 

6. To see what action the town will take in regard to 
raising money for the purpose of keeping a physician in town. 

7. To see how much money the town will raise for build- 
ing and maintaining highways and bridges. 

8. To see how much money the town will raise for 
libraries more than the law requires. 

9. To see if the town will vote to accept state aid for 
highway construction. 

10. To see if the town will vote to accept state aid on 


bridges. 


11. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen to ad- 
minister or dispose of any real estate acquired by the town 
through tax collector’s deeds. 


12. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen to 
raise money on town notes if necessary. 


13. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen to 
distribute the inventory blanks at the time they appraise the 
property to be taxed. 


14. To see how much money the town will raise to sup- 
port a band in town. 


15. To see how much money the town will raise for paint- 
ing and making necessary repairs on the town hall. 


16.. To see what action the town will take in regard to 
buying a chemical fire engine and building a suitable place 
in which to keep it, a building large enough to house the 
other town machinery, and raising and appropriating money 
for same. 


17. To see whether beer or other lawful alcoholic beverages 
shall be manufactured or sold locally as provided in Chapter 
99, Section 22 of the public laws of the State of New Hamp- 
shire. 


18. To hear reports of town officers and pass any vote re- 
lating thereto. 


19. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting.

I herewith present my fourth annual report as Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 


During the year 1932-1933 the total enrollment was 83; 
the per cent of attendance 93.71; cases of tardiness 14; pupils 
not absent nor tardy during the year 5; number of school 
visits made by board members 7; by superintendent 134; 
by citizens 86. In addition to those in the town school 21 
pupils from Monroe attended McIndoes Academy and 2, 
Littleton High School. | 


The five names on the roll of honor were Robert Carlisle, 
Adelbert Champany, Lyle Lang, Bonnie Little, Gladys Page. 


In June five pupils were promoted from the eighth grade 
to high school: Adelbert Champany, Richard Little, John 
Mitchell, Gladys Page, Maitland Wood. 


Mr. Russell Bartlett of Woodsville again very kindly gave 
money for a prize essay contest held in the grammar room. 
Gladys Page won the first prize and Doris Moore the second.
